He said Floridians hav e a 
“ u niqu e opportu nity ” in choos­ 
ing from among the 12 Demo­ 
crats, 
inclu ding 
Hu mphrey , 
nominated to be on the ballot 
by Secretary of State Richard 
Stone.

A 
new 
controv ersy 
arose 
when Senate Repu blicans v oted 


bv secret ballot to pu t Kenneth 
Berry , a Coshocton attorney , in 
the seat v acated by Sen. James 
Leedy , R-19 Wooster, who re­ 
signed. 
Veteran 
legislators 
said 
It 
was the first time in recent his­ 
tory that the Legislatu re had 
gone against the choice of cou n­ 
ty chairmen. 
Thomas Van Meter, 28 , an 
Ashland College depu ty regis­ 
trar, was recommended for the 
seat by eight of the 11 cou nty 
GOP chairmen at a meeting 
two weeks ago. 
Sen. Robin Tu rner, R-14 Mar­ 
ion, said the switch to Berry , a 


Hou se and Senate m em ber u ntil 
his defeat in the 196 6 primary , 
was masterminded by State Re­ 
pu blican Chairman 
John An­ 
drews. 
Sev eral 
cou nty 
Repu blican 
chairmen, in town to attend a 
meeting of the party ’s state ex ­ 
ecu tiv e committee Wednesday , 
v oiced dismay at the selection. 
Dale 
Bricker of 
Mansfield, 
secretary of the Richland Cou n­ 
ty Repu blican Ex ecu tiv e Com­ 
mittee, 
su ggested 
Andrews 
shou ld be remov ed from his 
job. 
“ John Andrews doesn’t want 
y ou th in the party ,” he said. 


“ Andrews 
wou ld 
not su pport 
cou nty chairmen and on the 
contrary he opposed them.” 
Van Meter, a one-time assist­ 
ant to U.S. 
Rep. John 
Ash- 
brook, R-Johnstown, is 28 . Ber­ 
ry , who serv ed in the Hou se 
from 1947-5 8 and then spent two 
terms in the Senate, is in his 
mid-5 0s. 
Van Meter, at a late-night 
news conference, said he wou ld 
ru n for the seat in the May pri­ 
mary . He said sev eral cou nty 
chairmen wou ld file complaints 
with GOP state headqu arters at 
the Thu rsday meeting. 
“ We’v e had ou r ru n-ins with

before,” 
said 
Van Meter, co-chairman of the 
Ashland Cou nty GOP Ex ecu tiv e 
Committee. 
He said the Ashland Cou nty 
Repu blican organization cu t off 
fu nds to state headqu arters for 
six months at one time in order 
to get Andrews to ex plain the 
Repu blican Party position on 
some issu es. 
The redistricting bill, already 
approv ed by both Repu blican 
and Democratic headqu arters, 
ran into its third roadblock m 
as many day s. It is ex pected to 
come u p again Thu rsday . 


The bill’s trou bles began aft­ 
er the Senate Elections and Re­ 
tirement 
Committee 
adopted 
fiv e 
amendments 
ov er 
the 
Hou se-passed 
v ersion. A few 
hou rs later, the committee re­ 
conv ened to eliminate all the 
amendments bu t one. 
The the bill went to the Sen­ 
ate floor where it failed by one 
v ote to get the necessary 22 
v otes to pass as emergency leg­ 
islation, meaning it wou ld be­ 
come effectiv e u pon signing by 
the gov ernor. 
Sponsors qu ickly jerked it off 
the floor and went into another

months. 
This would represent only a 
very slight increase in the av­ 
erage withdrawal rate that has 
prevailed 
in 
December 
and 
January. 
Under Nixon’s new directive, 
approxim ately 23,300 troops will 
be brought home between Feb. 
I ami May I. The Decernber- 
January average was 22,500. 
Nixon said there will be a 
further 
withdrawal 
announce­ 
ment prior to May I. Ile said 
today’s announcement has the 
approval of Secretary of 
De­ 
fense 
Melvin 
R. 
Laird, 
the 
chairm an of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff and the South Vietnamese 
government. 
Laird held a news conference 
at tho White House and de­ 
clared, “ I assure you we will 
meet or beat” the May I goal.

Wallace Joins 
Demo Hopefuls 
As Candidate 


TALLAHASSEE, 
Fla. 
(AP) 
— George C. Wallace formally 
announced 
as 
a 
Democratic 
candidate for president today 
and called for a grass roots 
movement to wrest control of 
the party from “ so-called in­ 
tellectual snobs.” 
Wallace, the 52-year-old gov­ 
ernor of Alabama, chose the 
capital 
of a 
large 
Southern 
state with a key March 14 pres­ 
idential 
prim ary 
election 
to 
make the announcement. 
“ Our offering is a new begin­ 
ning of hope for the American 
people,” Wallace said in re­ 
m arks 
prepared for a news 
conference in the Capitol’s Sen­ 
ate chamber. 
Wallace, who ran third be­ 
hind 
President 
Nixon 
and 
Democrat Hubert H. Humphrey 
as the American Independent 
party candidate in 1968, said he 
intended to keep his name on 
the Florida ballot as 
a Demo­ 
cratic candidate. 
He said Floridians have a 
“ unique opportunity” in choos­ 
ing from among the 12 Demo­ 
crats, 
including 
Humphrey, 
nominated to be on the ballot 
by Secretary of State Richard 
Stone. 
“They can 
start the grass 
roots movement to take back 
the national Democratic party 
unto themselves. Too long this 
party has been controlled by 
the so-called intellectual snobs 
who feel that big government 
should 
control 
the 
lives 
of 
American 
citizens 
from 
the 
cradle to the grave,” the gover­ 
nor said. 
Wallace coupled his 1972 plat­ 
form with a broadside attack 
on “ those in Congress” also 
seeking the White House. That 
includes 8 of the 12 Democrats 
currently on the Florida ballot. 
Wallace also proposed “ peace 
through strength” and military 
forces “second to none.”

The broadcast said Busia, who 
was Mrs. Richard Nixon’s host 
last week, was dismissed for 
m alpractice and economic m is­ 
management. 
The arm y announcement said 
the situation was under control 
and appealed to the people to 
rem ain calm. 
The arm y first intervened in 
Ghanaian politics in February 
1966 when, in collaboration with 
the police, it deposed President 
Kwame Nkrumah while he was 
on a visit to Communist China. 
The ruling junta started a re­ 
turn to civilian rule with parlia­ 
m entary 
elections 
in 
August 
1969 in which Busia’s Progres­ 
sive party won 105 of the 140 
seats. 
Busia 
became 
prime 
m inister on Sept. 3, J969. 
The 
junta 
retained 
super­ 
visory presidential powers until 
July 30, 1970, when the National i 
Assembly elected form er Chief 
Justice 
Edward 
Akulo-Addo 
president. 
Ghana, a mem ber of the Brit­ 
ish Commonwealth on the un­ 
der side of the West African 
bulge, has recently been suffer­ 
ing roaring inflation, and there 
have been expressions of dis­ 
content among the people. Bus­ 
ia was criticized for making 
strenuous efforts to repay the 
foreign debt of nearly $800 mil­ 
lion that Nkrumah ran up, in­ 
stead 
of improving domestic 
conditions at home.

Hoover identified the suspect as 
Ronald Kaufman, who has been 
charged in a federal w arrant 
issued in San Francisco with 
maliciously attempting to dam ­

and 
destroy 
the 
three 
banks. 


Kaufman, 
who 
is 
still 
at 
large, was identified through 
fingerprints found on various 
bomb components taken from 
the bank safe deposit boxes, 
Hoover said. 
The announcement said Kauf­ 
man. 
33, 
was 
born in 
Mil­ 
waukee, Wis., and lived in Ber­ 
keley, Calif., until July 3971, 
shortly before he re-enlisted in 
the Army. 
He took a 30-day leave from 
Ft. Polk, La., Dec. 9, with or­ 
ders to report to Ft. Jackson, 
S.C., Jan. 9 for shipm ent over­ 
seas, the agency said. There is 


no record that he reported to 
Ft. Jackson. 
Last 
Friday, 
letters 
post­ 
marked in Chicago w'ere re­ 
ceived by newspapers and a 
television 
station 
in 
Chicago 
and San Francisco disclosing 
the presence of bombs planted 
in bank safe deposit boxes in 
those two cities and New' York. 
They claimed the bombs were 
part of a radical new strategy 
to force the release of “political 
prisoners.” 
Police found time bombs in 
two San Francisco banks, three 
in Chicago and three in New 
York.

Extensive China TV Scheduled 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Pres­ 
ident Nixon’s trip to Peking 
next month may be the biggest 
live television spectacular since 
man 
first 
stepped 
onto 
the 
moon in mid-1969. 
The White House announced 
Wednesday there will be “ some 
live 
television 
transm ission” 
from Peking, the capital of the 
Communist 
country 
isolated 
from Washington for nearly 25 
years and never visited by a 
U.S. president. 
What the White House did not 


say was that Americans and 
Chinese are cooperating in a 
TV game plan so extensive that 
much 
of 
Nixon’s 
activities 
while in Peking can be beamed 
live to the President’s election- 
year audience at home. 
As an example, there is a 
plan to fly three mobile TV 
units—each the size of 
a large 
transit bus and one for each 
n e t w o r k—from the United 
States to mainland China. 
Nixon’s press secretary, Ron­ 
ald L. Ziegler, said the Chinese 


have agreed to set up—at their 
expense—a 
communications 
ground station capable of trans­ 
mitting live TV and radio re­ 
ports plus newspaper pictures 
and stories. 
The American-owned ground 
station, used most recently for 
coverage of Iran’s 2,500th anni­ 
versary of the Persian Empire 
last autumn, will be removed 
after Nixon’s visit. 
Ziegler, who returned from 
an advance trip to China ear­ 
lier this 
week, reported the

TEL AVIV (AP) - Ask an 
Israeli w hat’s on his mind these 
tense days in the Middle East, 
and chances are he won t talk 
about the Arabs or war. He is 
worried 
about 
scandals 
and 
corruption. 
The latest scandal bubbled to 
the surface with tile arrest of 
three scientists from the gov­ 
ernm ent’s Volcani Institute for 
agricultural research. They arc 
allegedly connected with bribes 
given to secure government ap­ 
proval of suspect cheese prod­ 
ucts. 
Suspect cheese doesn’t seem 
like much of a scandal, but it 
ties in with a lot of others. Re­ 
cent reports said one food com­ 
pany alone paid hundreds of 
fines last year for m arketing 
products containing dead mice, 
old bandages and other unsavo­ 
ry morsels. 
The building trade has been 
under such heavy suspicion of 
.scandal and excess profits that 
the contractors’ federation took 
out a big newspaper ad appeal­ 
ing for sympathy. "All the con­ 
tractors want is a fair and rea­ 
sonable profit,” it pleaded. 
A government 
commission 
has 
been 
probing 
for 
seven 
weeks into the biggest scandal 
of all, involving alleged fra u d - 
plus sex orgies—in the govern­ 
m ent’s Netivei Neft Oil Co. The 
company exploits the remote 
Sinai Desert oilfields captured 
from Egypt in the 1967 war. 
Press comment on the oil­ 
fields case and several others 
has been so shrill that the gov­ 
ernm ent 
is 
upset. 
Prem ier 
Golda Meir warned last month 
that the “ campaign of slander 


and lynching” could lead to fas- 
c i s rn 
or 
Communist-style 
People’s courts in Israel. 
Some Israelis fear the very 
fabric of the Jewish state is 
fraying, and ask whether the 
frontier spirit that built Israel 
is fading away. 
Others 
argue 
the 
scandals 
mean little and that the Israeli 
spirit is still aflame. 
“ The war fever is quiet for 
the moment, we have had rela­ 
tive peace for a while, and 
people these days find the time 
to talk about things like this,” 
said one university student. 


The 
scandal 
talk 
involves 
things big and little. A Health 
Ministry survey claimed many 
Israeli doctors don’t wash their 
hands between operations. Tel 
Aviv’s 
chief 
municipal 
in­ 
spector resigned after his home 
was 
bombed 
while 
he 
was 
cracking 
down on unlicensed 
street peddlers. 
When 
an 
ancient 
building 
housing the Supreme Rabbinic­ 
al Court collapsed in Jerusa­ 
lem, some rabbis accused arch- 
eologists of deliberately under­ 
mining it so they could dig at 
the ruins below.

SAIGON (AP) — Communist 
forces hit more South Vietnam­ 
ese outposts today on the third 
day of 
intensified ground ac­ 
tion, and U.S. fighter-bombers 
exchanged 
missiles 
with 
an­ 
tiaircraft batteries inside North 
Vietnam for the first tim e this 
year. 
T w e n t y-six more enemy 
ground attacks were reported 
in South Vietnam for the 24 
hours ending at 6 a.m . This 
brought the three-day total to 
86, the most in more than three 
months. 
The 
government 
said 
33 
North 
Vietnamese 
and 
Viet 
Cong troops and 15 South Viet­ 
namese 
soldiers 
were 
killed. 
Twenty-five 
government 
sol­ 
diers and six civilians were re ­ 
ported wounded. 
In the air war, two Air Force 
FI05 fighter escorts launched 
three missiles at a surface-to- 
air missile site and an adjoin­ 
ing antiaircraft artillery bat­ 
tery after a SAM was fired at 
the Americacn planes, the U.S. 
Command said. 
The results of the American 
attack were unknown and there 
was no dam age to the U.S. air­ 
craft, the command said. 
The action occurred near the 
Ban Karat pass, about 40 miles 
north of the dem ilitarized zone. 
Although it was the fifth so­ 
called 
“ protective 
reaction” 
strike 
inside 
North 
Vietnam 
this year, it was the first time 
that 
missiles 
had 
been 
ex­ 
changed in North Vietnam, the 


U.S. Command said. 
In the ground fighting, the 
Viet Cong and North Vietnam­ 
ese hit at least four govern­ 
ment posts with strong attacks. 
A battalion of some 200 Viet 
Cong troops got to within IO 
miles of the coastal city of Qui 
Nhon, the capital of Binh Dinh 
Province 275 miles northeast of 
Saigon. They attacked a militia 
post, killing IO South Vietnam­ 
ese soldiers and wounding 13. 
Enemy losses were not known. 
Other enemy attacks came in 
the central coastal area, the 
Mekong 
Delta 
and 20 
miles 
southwest of Saigon along the 
main road to the Delta.

Crewmen Flee, 
Man Surrenders 


DALLAS, Tex. (A P) - A 
young gunman who told a fel­ 
low passenger “ I work for the 
devil and I’m going straight to 
hell and take everyone with 
me” commandeered a jetliner 
in a dram atic hijacking effort 
that ended with the crew m ak­ 
ing a mad scram ble for free­ 
dom. 
The hijacker had demanded 
$1 million and two parachutes 
and indicated he wanted to go 
fly to South America where he 
planned to bail out into the 
jungle. 
“ We got a chance to run and 
we ran like hell.” said Capt. 
Tom Hill, who along with six 
other crew members escaped 
from the Braniff 727 jetliner 
following nearly seven hours of 
captivity on a remote runway 
at the Dallas airport. 
Air piracy charges were to be 
filed today against Billy Eu­ 
gene Hurst, 22, of Mesquite, 
Tex., who was arrested without 
resistance about 30 minutes aft­ 
er the crew made their break 
for freedom. 
The hijacker, armed with a 
.22-caliber pistol and carrying a 
small travel bag which he said 
contained dynamite, took con­ 
trol of the plane and its 94 pas­ 
sengers on a flight from Hous­ 
ton to Minneapolis. 
Only clothing and amm uni­ 
tion for the pistol were found 
later. 
The hijacker allowed the pas­ 
sengers 
to debark 
after the 
plane landed at Dallas, but the 
crew was held in the plane. 
Donald

Maoist Professor Fights 
To Keep Stanford Position

STANFORD, Calif. (AP) - 
Prof. 
H. 
Bruce Franklin, a 
Maoist who advocates the over­ 
throw of the American capital­ 
ist system, is fighting to re­ 
main on the faculty of Stanford 
University so he can 
express 
his revolutionary beliefs. 
Stanford 
President 
Richard 
Lyman has recommended to 
the university’s trustees that 
the 37-year-old associate profes­ 
sor of English be fired for al­ 
legedly inciting antiwar demon­ 
strations on campus last Febru­ 
ary to protest the invasion of 
Laos. 
After Lyman’s announcement 
Sunday, Franklin said he had 
no hope the trustees would re­ 
verse the president’s decision, 
adding that he would appeal 
the dismissal in court. The 
trustees are not expected to 
consider the matter until later 
this month 
Franklin 
claims his cause 
marks the first time an Ameri­ 
can university has tried to fire 
a tenured professor “on politi­ 
cal grounds.” 
He said he has “a political, 
moral and even a legal respon­ 
sibility” to see that Stanford 
students are not deprived of 
“the ability to hear my ideas 
and those of other revolution­ 
aries.” 
“The heart of the issue,” 
Franklin said, is that “they’re 
not going to allow one professor 
at the university to say that the 
university should be run by 
poor working people ” 
A Stanford spokesman denies 
Franklin’s contention about dis­ 
missal of a tenured teacher. He 


said Wisconsin State University 
regents last October dismissed 
tenured Asst. Prof. William L. 
Lafferty, whom the university 
said encouraged student dem­ 
onstrations on the Whitewater 
campus in spring 1970. 
A seven-member faculty ad­ 
visory board recommended to 
Lyman Jan. 5 that Franklin be 
dismissed with pay up to Aug. 
31. The board based its 5-2 rec­ 
ommendation on more than one

But Rep. Ken Hechler, D-W. 
Va., said the bureau still is not 
living up to Uhe spirit of the

Texas Standard

A 
State Inurance Board order to 
cut premiums for Texans who 
have strong auto bumpers ap­ 
parently will not be of much 
immediate help to drivers. 
Donald O’Brien, chief of 
the 
board's auto insurance division, 
said Tuesday that “ no domestic 
manufacturers 
have 
certified 
that 
their 
cars” 
meet 
the 
board’s standards for discounts. 
He said he only knew of two 
makes 
that 
meet 
them—“ a 
couple of Saab models 
and 
a 
Mercedes-Benz model.” 
Saab is made in Sweden and 
Mercedes-Benz in Germany. 
The 
board 
ordered 
these 
“ bumper discounts:” 
—20 per cent for 1972 
cars 
equipped 
with 
bumpers 
that 
can withstand a 5-mile-per-hour 
crash, front and rear, without 
damage. 
—15 per cent for 1972 autos 
whose bumpers can sustain a 
front-end crash at 5 m.p h. and 
a 
rear-end 
collision 
at 
2*4 
m ph. with a stationary bar-

SACRAMENTO, Calif. 
(AP) 
— Ronald Reagan cocked his 
head at a slight angle, gazed 
out at an audience of 1.000 of 
California’s 
most 
influential 
business and industrial leaders, 
and began talking about his ad­ 
ministration. 
"Five years ago, our state 
budget was second in size to 
the federal government’s,” the 
Republican 
chief 
executive 
said. “Today, we are fourth— 
behind the federal government, 
Now York State and Now York 
City. 
• Five years ago, there were 
102,150 full-time Civil Service 
employes on the state payroll. 
When we ended the fiscal year 
in June there were 101,399 or 
1.057 fewer than when we start­ 
ed." 
When novice politician Ron­ 
ald Reagan ran for governor in 
1966, he pledged to bring busi­ 
ness-like economy and efficien­ 
cy 
to state 
government and 
these were the type of statistics 
that impressed that audience at 
the 
annual 
Sacramento 
Host 
Breakfast last September. 
The litany went on: $800 mil­ 
lion in spending bills vetoed, 
lower 
mental 
hospital 
popu­ 
lation. fewer parolees returning 
to prison, 1,000 more miles of 
freeway; 
970 highway 
safety 
projects: 
40 
anticrime 
bills, 
welfare reform, environmental 
protection. 
Reagan's lips tightened anc 
his voice continued in a sterner 
tone: 
"There were plenty of doom- 
criers charging that the state 
was moving backward, services 
declining, 
California’s 
great 
promise and progress grinding 
to a halt,” Reagan said. 
But he insisted. “ This was 
not at the cost of reduced serv­ 
ice.”

At 60, Reagan is near a turn­ 
ing point in his successful polit­ 
ical career. Pledged to serve 
only two terms as governor, he 
must decide whether to run for 
the U.S. Senate in 1974 or find 
some other role in public life. 
Or, he could retire to his 771- 
acre ranch in Riverside County 
southeast of Los Angeles, 
Reagan’s popularity with the 
voters, as measured in opinion 
polls, has declined. In .Tune 1967 
the California Poll said 41 per 
cent of those sampled 
rated 
him as doing a “ good" job. 
Last September that fell to 28 
per cent. 
Public employes were unhap­ 
py over not getting any pay 
raise in his last budget. Higher 
education leaders still feud with 
Reagan over his tight budgets. 
And his efforts to cut back wel­ 
fare spending have angered the 
poor, minority groups and the 
elderly. 
But crowds still flock around 
when the governor appears in 
public, He is in demand as a 
speaker nationwide and there 
persists occasional talk among 
Republican conservatives about 
him as a potential national can­ 
didate. 
Reagan rides to work in a 
black Lincoln limousine driven 
by a plain-clothes highway pa­ 
trol officer and arrives about 9 
a m. Aides escort him from the 
Capitol basement garage to his 
first-floor office by a private, 
key-operated elevator.
